EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 8, 9, and 10, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art 
fails to teach or reasonably suggest a dark area gradation conversion unit that performs gradation 
conversion in accordance with a linear conversion characteristic, a bright area gradation 
conversion unit that performs gradation conversion in accordance with a nonlinear characteristic, 
wherein the non-linear characteristic satisfies the following conditions: 1) has a slope that 
substantially equalizes an average noise amplitude of the image signal without being based on 
the output gradation value 2) is offset so as to be continuous with a gradation conversion 
characteristic of the dark area gradation unit.
